Chapter 555

AN ACT to create 46.018 of the statutes, relating to disbursements of
funds and authorizing facsimile signatures by the director of public
welfare.

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in senate and assembly,
do enact as follows:

46.018 of the statutes is created to read:
46.018 DISBURSEMENT OF FUNDS AND FACSIMILE SIGNA-

TURES. Withdrawal or disbursement of moneys deposited in a public
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depository, as defined in s. 34.01 (2) , to the credit of the department or
any of its divisions or agencies shall be by check signed by the director or
by one or more persons in the department designated by written authori-
zation of the director; such checks to be signed personally or by use of a
mechanical device adopted by the director or his designees for affixing a
:Facsimile signature. Any public depository shall be fully warranted and
protected in making payment on any check bearing such facsimile signa-
ture notwithstanding that the same may have been placed thereon without
the authority of the director or his designees.
